Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary- 
distributors  on  Feb.  2,  197^,  totaled  2,^-05,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  202,000  tons  less  than  on 
Dec.  31 3  1973  and  536,000  tons  less  than  on  Jan.  31,  1973-     Cane  sugar 
refiners'  deliveries  during  January  were  the  highest  of  record  and  their 
stocks  of  8^,000  tons  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  Feb.  2  were  ^+66,000  tons 
less  than  a  month  earlier  and  182,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of 
January  1973.     Beet  sugar  processors'  stocks  of  1,33^,000  tons  were  up 
120,000  tons  from  the  end  of  December  1973  out  down  292,000  tons  from  the 
end  of  January  a  year  ago. 

Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  primary  distributors  sales  of  sugar 
in  197^  are  off  to  a  good  start  with  record  deliveries  of  977,000  tons  in 
January.     Through  Feb.  l6,  deliveries  totaled  1,4^0,000  short  tons, 
raw  value,  compared  with  1,170,000  tons  and  1,188,000  tons,  respectively 
delivered  through  those  periods  of  1973  and  1972.    However,  at  year-end 
1973  there  were  6,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered,  i.  e., 
sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered 
during  the  first  two  months  of  the  follwing  year.     Constructive  deliveries 
in  1972  totaled  130,000  tons  and  in  1971,  88,000  tons.     If  it  is  assumed 
that  65  percent  of  the  constructive  deliveries  would  have  been  made 
by  Feb.  lo,  physical  deliveries  in  197^  through  Feb.  l6  would  total 
1,W*,000  tons  compared  with  1,25^,000  tons  and  1,2^5,000  tons,  respectively, 
physically  delivered  in  those  periods  of  1973  and  1972. 

Regionally,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination 
during  calendar  year  1973  were  0.5  percent  above  those  reported  during 
calendar  year  1972.     Increases  were  reported  in  three  of  the  five 
geographical  regions.    Deliveries  were  up  1.2  percent  in  the  West,  1.0 
percent  in  the  North  Central  region  and  0.3  percent  in  the  South.  Deliveries 
declined  1.7  percent  in  the  New  England  region  and  0.2  percent  in  the 
Mid-Atlantic  region. 

Individually,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  des- 
tination during  calendar  year  1973,  as  compared  with  1972,  were  higher  for 
30  states  and  lower  for  20.     There  were  12  states  in  which  1973  deliveries 
increased  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  and  seven  in  which  deliveries 
were  down  more  than  100,000  hundredweight.    Of  those  states  where 
deliveries  increased,  Michigan  had  the  largest  increase--58l,000 
hundredweight,  followed  by  Missouri  up  ^51,000,  New  York  up  382,000  and 
Wisconsin  up  3^0, 000.    New  Jersey  and  Illinois  showed  the  largest  declines 
down  5^2,000  and  530,000  hundredweight,  respectively. 

During  1973,  cane  sugar  refineries  delivered  68.1  percent  of  the  total 
refined  sugar  deliveries,  the  same  as  during  1972,  while  beet  sugar 
processors  delivered  30.5  percent  of  the  total  compared  with  33.6  percent 
delivered  in  1972. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Florida  through  Feb .  17,  197^  amounted 
to  572,000  tons,  raw  value,  with  about  70  percent  of  the  crop  harvested 
and  processed.    Production  from  the  current  crop  is  now  estimated  at  about 
825,000  tons,  compared  with  961,000  tons  produced  last  year. 

The  1973  crop  sugarcane  harvest  in  Louisiana  has  been  completed  and 
while  all  final  reports  are  not  yet  in,  indications  are  that  production 
will  amount  to  about  536,000  tons,  raw  value. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Texas  through  Feb.  19,  197^  amounted  to 
about  18,000  tons  with  total  production  not  expected  to  exceed  20,000 
tons.    The  Texas  crop  was  severely  damaged  by  a  freeze  in  December  1973- 

Production  of  197^  crop  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  was  off  to  a  slow  start 
with  only  four  mills  in  operation  in  January.     Through  Jan.  2o,  197^ 
production  totaled  8,539  tons,  960  degree  basis,  compared  with  21,725 
tons  produced  through  Jan.  27  of  last  year. 
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During  the  period  under  review,  sharply  rising  raw  sugar  prices 
triggered  increases  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar 
in  all  of  the  regions .     The  announced  increases  in  the  quotations  resulted 
in  much  smaller,  and  in  some  cases,  the  elimination  of  the  differentials 
in  wholesale  price  quotations  as  between  the  several  geographic  regions. 
This  compression,  or  elimination  of  the  geographic  price  differentials  is 
an  indication  of  the  strong  current  demand  for  refined  sugar  and  that 
a  strong  sellers'  market  predominates  in  all  regions.     Several  sellers 
announced  the  eliminiation  of  any  price  guarantee  terms  on  shipments  with 
the  selling  prices  to  be  those  in  effect  on  the  date  of  shipment. 

After  a  barrage  of  wholesale  price  announcements  by  primary  sellers 
in  early  February  that  occurred  on  an  almost  daily  basis  in  response  to 
sharply  rising  raw  sugar  prices,  it  appears  that  some  sellers  are  no  longer 
issuing  advance  notices  of  their  refined  sugar  price  quotations.    Many  have 
announced  that  their  list  prices  are  on  a  day-to-day  basis,  subject  to 
change  without  prior  notice,  or  subject  to  confirmation  at  the  refinery  on 
the  day  of  shipment. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  whole- 
sale in  100-pound  bags--the  basis  pack--and  in  bulk  by  regions.  Significant 
variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain 
regions  reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  competitive  conditions.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  January  was  16.98  cents  per  pound,  up  from  16.78  cents  in 
December  and  1^.12  cents  in  January  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  20.3  percent 
during  the  12 -month  period. 

The  "spot"  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
(No.  10  bulk  contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged 
12.63  cents  per  pound  during  January,  up  from  11. 3^  cents  in  December  and 
9.38  cents  in  January  of  last  year.     The  sharp  increase  in  raw  sugar  prices 
that  occurred  in  January  has  continued  in  February.     On  Feb.  1  the 
quotation  was  at  l^.UO  cents  per  pound,  declined  to  1^.35  cents  on  Feb.  k-59 
then  increased  on  each  successive  day  through  Feb.  25  when  it  was  at  21. 50 
cents  per  pound.     For  the  period  Feb.  1-25,  the  quotation  averaged  lb. 71 
cents  compared  with  9 .16  cents  per  pound  during  the  same  period  of  last 
year. 

The  "spot"  quotation  for  world  bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the 
New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  F.O.B.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including  Brazil,  averaged  15-32  cents  per  pound  during  January, 
up  from  II.83  cents  in  December  and  9.U0  cents  in  January  of  last  year. 
The  sharply  rising  trend  which  started  in  December  accelerated  in  January 
and  has  continued  in  February.     During  the  period  Feb.  1-8  the  world  spot 
quotation  fluctuated  between  18.00  and  18.75  cents  per  pound  then  began  a 
sharp  rise  that  reached  26.25  cents  per  pound  on  Feb.  2.     For  the  period 
Feb.  1-22  the  world  price  has  averaged  20.86  cents  per  pound  compared  with 
9.O9  cents  during  the  same  period  of  last  year. 

On  Jan.  22,  197*+,  the  International  Sugar  Council  met  to  consider 
administrative  and  financial  arrangements  for  the  operation  of  the  New 
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International  Sugar  Agreement,  an  agreement  without  economic  provisions. 
It  was  reported  that  the  council  set  up  a  number  of  committees  for  handling 
the  various  aspects  of  the  agreement  and  in  addition  gave  consideration 
to  arrangements  which  could  be  made  to  enable  them  to  set  in  motion  the 
preparations  for  a  new  sugar  agreement- -one  with  economic  provisions.  The 
council  meeting  concluded  on  Jan.  25. 

On  Jan.  31,  197^,  F.  0.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician,  estimated 
1973-7^+  crop  world  sugar  production  at  81.8U5  million  metric  tons  and 
consumption  at  81.295  million  tons.     If  these  estimates  are  realized  it 
would  be  the  first  time  that  world  sugar  production  and  consumption  have 
been  in  balance  since  the  1969-70  crop  and  the  steady  dwindling  away  of 
absolute  stocks  would  come  to  an  end.    While  the  estimates  indicate  some 
improvement  in  the  absolute  level  of  world  sugar  stocks  the  ratio  of  final 
stocks  to  consumption  is  likely  to  decline  further. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.   Feb.   4,   19  74-     A  determination  of  minimum  wage  requirements 
for  sugarbeet  handworkers  in  all  producing  areas  was  announced  todav  bv  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  determination  announced  todav  becomes  effective  on  Feb.   18,  1974 
and  increases  basic  minimum  wage  rates  for  specified  hand  labor  operations 
by  15  cents  per  hour  if  performed  on  a  time  basis,  and  bv  amounts  ranging 
from  $1.00  to  $2.50  per  acre  if  performed  on  a  piecework  basis.     The  de- 
termination continues  the  requirement  that  sugarbeet  Droducers  make  navment 
of  wages  to  workers  unon  completion  of  each  hand  labor  operation  on  the  farm, 
unless  they  agree  in  writing  to  some  other  arrangement.     Other  provisions 
contained  in  the  prior  sugarbeet  wage  determination  which  became  effective 
April  9,   1973,  are  continued  essentially  unchanged  in     the  new  determination.
